FOREWORD BY LEW STRINGER 


I have long held the belief that the popularity of a comic is largely 
determined by its originality. As the history of comics shows us, any title 
that seeks to imitate a successful comic too closely is soon doomed to 
limbo. While pioneering concepts such as Dandy, 2000AD and Viz have 
proven their longevity, comic-clones such as /t’s Wicked, Starlord and 
Gas soon headed for early graves. Most comics are currently going 
through bad times, but it is a tribute to Busfer’s fortitude that this year 
(1995) marks the 35th anniversary of the title. 

Launched in 1960, the large tabloid format of the early issues of 
Buster owed a lot to the success of D.C. Thomson’s Topper and Beezer. 
Yet the similarity ended there, for Buster offered a greater variety of 
content that its two competitors. Most comics of the period tended to 
favour either humour or adventure strips but Buster offered more of a 
balance. Slapstick comedy sets such as ‘Consternation Street’ would rub 
shoulders with gripping cliffhanger serials like ‘Maxwell Hawke’. To me, 
this approach delivered good value for money, and Buster was always my 
favourite Fleetway comic of the sixties. 

By the mid-seventies, Busfer’s adventure strips had diminished 
considerably. This was due to the absorption of ‘funnies’ from titles like 
Cor!! and the new publisher (IPC) implementing the policy of segregation 
for the humour and adventure divisions. Today, Buster is an all-humour 
title, fortnightly, with only a handful of non-reprint strips (of which, 
thankfully, my “Tom Thug’ is amongst the survivors). The current 
publishers, Egmont, consider the comic to be nearing its end, although 
some of us might argue that investment and modernisation could revitalize 
the title. 

It is therefore appropriate that this Buster index should appear 
now, to celebrate 35 years of a well-loved comic, which has proven to be 
Fleetway’s longest-running title (and the only survivor of the many comics 
launched in the 1960s). Ray Moore and Steve Holland are to be 
congratulated for their long hours of dedicated research for this volume, 
which stands as the definitive reference work to a comic I am proud to be 
associated with.
